On  May  20th  I  wrote  to  President  Falconer 
in  the  hope  that  I  might  get  into  touch  with  you  so  as 
to  discuss  the  matter  of  the  history  department  of  this 
University  with  you.  He  wrote  me  on  May  28th,  suggest¬ 
ing  that  nothing  be  done  in  the  matter  until  after  his 
return  about  the  end  of  August.  However,  I  wrote  him 
again  on  June  2nd,  asking  him  to  put  us  into  communi¬ 
cation.

This  plan  I 
hope  to  carry  out  not  only  in  regard  to  headships,  but  to 
other  positions.  >7e  are  very  ambitious  for  our  new  Univer¬ 
sity  and  wish  to  avoid  mistakes  at  the  outset.
